In neckwear the Introduction of 
black velvet or black satin, with sheer 
white fabrics, has brought about some 
very beautiful novelties. Many of 
these aro In the effect of the choker 
collars, like those so fashionable on 
coats and cloth gowns Others open 
at the front In a narrow V, like those 
shown in the picture. 

The high-necked models give oppor- 
tunity for a becoming management of 
lines to adapt the collars to either the 
long or short neck.

Night and Day at All Seasons of the 

Yaar the Plash of the Lamp or the 

Song of the Fog Siren Welcomea or 

Warn* the Watchful Mariner. 

The work of wifeguarding navigation 
on the coasts of the United States Is a 
far greater and more complex problem 
than most people appreciate, for there 
Is u multitude of complex conditions to 
be met, eacn one varying wnii tin* i*e- 
cullaritieH of Its locution. The terri- 
tory to ho covered Is ulso unusually 
greut, as it Includes not only the entire 
ocean fronts of the country, both on 
the Atlantic and 1‘udlic oceans, hut of 
Alaska, tile Hawaiian islands, portion* 
of the West Indies and t lie great lakes 
us well, and the service never ends 
either by night or day, summer or win- 
ter. 

The lighthouse service comprises at 
force of o.i « i » men. on whom devolves ' 
tlie duty of maintaining over 14,01)0 
aids to navigation of various kinds, in 
< zdliig lighthouses, lightships, light 
beacons and buoys of various descrip- 
tions, together with many fog signals, 
and an Important incidental duty is 
that of protecting the shores la the 
neighborhood of stations from damage 
by erosion that might endanger the. 
structures. 

The desirable distribution of lights 
and other aids along a const depends 
on Its maritime development and its 
physical characteristics and is inilu- 
enced by the prevailing meteorological 
conditions. Thus the north Atlantic 
coast bus a lurge foreign and coasting 
trude, and tlie shores are intricate and 
in purl rugged, uud along this coast 
the niuiu lights are. with few excep- 
tions, placed at such Intervals that 
their arcs of visibility overlap. On 
portions of the coast of simple con- 
tour, and with smaller trutile, there 
are uniighted stretches between tlie 
lights which stand oil the projecting 
eui»es. The design uud construction 
of lighthouses vary with their locu 
lion and tlie surrounding conditions, 
no two being exactly ulike. 

Next to the lighthouse, the lightship 
is one of the most picturesque objects 
seen along our cousts. This vessel is 
ninety-two feet on the water line, 
twenty-live feet l>euui and Lias u 
draft of eleven feet four inches. It Is 
built of steel and incombustible ma- 
terials throughout and lias live watei 
tight bulkheads. It Is self propelled. 
U-ing provided with an Internal com 
bustlon oil burning engine of L>“ 
horsepower, and has au oil vapor ot 
gas light fifty feet above the water, 
lo-ated on a tubular mast, through 
which access to the light can he safely 
had in u*y weather. The fog signal

a submarine hell is also fitted. Fifty- 
two light vessels are maintained, and 
that there may he no interruption of 
the service there are fourteen relief 
ships, so that If anything happens to 
a ship or station another can be quick- 
ly sent to take Its place. All of these 
vessels are very strongly built to en- 
able them to withstand tlie severe 
service they are required to perform 
nnd have flush decks for increased 
safety. 

Only one light, that at Xuvesiuk, 
X. ,T., is equipped with electric light for 
which current Is generated at the sta 
tion, hut there are thirty minor stations- 
where electric lights, either incandes- 
cent or arc. are used which obtain cur 
rent from outside sources. In most ol 
the coast lights oil vapor lamps art 
used having mantles of either thirty 
five or fifty-five millimeters dlnmctet 
and arranged either singly or In group*- 
giving light Intensities of from 000 tc 
2,500 caudles. These lumps are not 
only very powerful uud reliable, hut 
are much more economical than the old 
oil wick lamps, as they require hut 
from 0.0 to 0.88 gallon per candle pow- 
er per year as against 4.K to 7.0 gallons 
for the old oil lights. The increased 
illuminating efficiency Is uliout eight 
times. 

Beacons, both llxt-il and floating, arc 
numerous and depend on either gits or 
electricity for their lights, and those 
tire especially valuable In inaccessible 
places where attendance is difficult- 
These, however, art* only put in stu 
tions of subordinate importance. The 
majority of such beacons list* gas and 
are provided with tanks of sufficient 
capacity for storing a supply of acety- 
lene gtis for about five months. 

Fog signals art* of particular value in 
many places, and these tire distributed 
along tlie coast, according to condition* 
prevailing. Thus on tin* coast of Malm 
there is an average of 1,057 hours ol 
fog during the year, while on the south 
Atlantic uud gulf coasts tho average 1* 
only iso hours. There are ,'!'2M fog slg 
nuls from Cape lookout northward out 
of a total of 507 maintained by t In- 
service. There are 127 fog signals on 
the American shores of the great lakes 
and eighty-three on the northern Pa- 
cific and Alaska shores, while in l’orto 
Itico and Hawaii, where fog is rare, no 
6lgnals of tills kind are required. 

The principal fog signals used are aii 
sirens, steam whistles, reed horns, bells 
controlled by clockwork and submarlin 
bells operated by compressed air, all ol 
w hich are valued by sailors.— Engineer- 
ing News.

London's Great Artery. With Its j 
Crimes and Mysteries. 

TRAPS FOR UNWARY VICTIMS. 


Waterside Houses With Floors Open- j 
ing at the Push of a Lever to Drop 
Its Flcecud Occupant Into a Watery 
Grave — Ghost Boats of the River, 

Loudon's groat artery, the river 
Thames, fifties ninny n mini story un- 
dor its murky waters, some of them 
centuries old. some of them merely in- 
cidents of yesterday. Just as no other 
liver has quite the same wonder ns be- 
longs to the Thames, so no other river 
Is so wrapped in mystery, so surround- 
ed with stories of tragedy and crime. 

Many of the old waterside houses, 
which rise sheer with the bank, con- 
tain rooms in which the Iloor Is blillt 
directly over the water— floors upon 
which one could stand lu apparently 
perfect safety while some one In an ad- 
jacent room worked a lever which 
caused the floor to open and Ids vic- 
tim to drop Into the river. 

A gtunhliug club is said to have met 
in sir h a room once a year to play for 
tremendous stakes. The party played 
on until one of their members was 
ruined. Then the rest of the men went 
away la silence, while the ruined man 
went clown Into the dark waters. 

One of the old waterside houses at 
Whipping, too. Is among the bits of the 
Thames with a reputation for being 
haunted. A flight of steps leads from 
the house to the liver, but these steps 
are disused, and the door at t lie top 
of them is walled up. Despite this, 
often people passing by on the liver 
nt night time swear to having seen 
two men come through the walled 
door and down the steps. Them, after 
lowering some handle Into the wa- 
ters, they return to the house. The 
Identity of t In* men and the contents 
Df their bundle remain among the in- 
joluble stories of the Thames. 

The Thames police force of about 
oiio men is employed to guard against 
nil sorts of additions to the mysteries 
of the Thames, and their task Is of far • 
greater magnitude than might be casu- 
ally imagined. Most Imperative Is It 
that each member of this force shall 
be an expert swimmer and understand 
the right methods for dealing with 
persons rescued from the water. 

A very large number of persons are 
saved from intentional and accidental 
drowning in the river every year, an 
average number somewhere between 
seventy and a hundred. But the num- 
ber of persons who are "found drown- 
ed" strikes a still greater average— It 
is never less and often more than 100 
in a year — besides which it is well 
known that the waters of the river 
close above many persons of whom 
nothing more is ever seen or heard. 

But If stones could speak the bridges 
across the Thames could tell many 
pitiful and grim life stories, especially 
Waterloo bridge, which has such sad 
associations as to have gained it the I 
sobriquet of “The Bridge of Sighs." j 
Incidentally. Waterloo bridge Is an 
other part of the Thames which Is said 
to be haunted. It is not so very long 
since a more than usually clear sighted 
man went to the police with the Infor- 
mation that lie had seen a woman Jump 
from the parapet of Waterloo bridge, 
lie had been crossing the bridge lute 
one night, when ho hud noticed a wo- 
man in black walking lu front of him. 
suddenly be saw tier mnite nu appeal- 
ing gesture, but before he could reach 
the woman she had dlsapiieared. 

That was all. There was no splash 
following her disappearance, and no re- 
sult came from the search which was 
made. Those who are familiar with the 
history of the river said that the man ; 
had seen the ghost of Waterloo bridge j 
— the tragic woman in black, of whom 
nothing is known save that she haunts j 
the Loudon "Bridge of Sighs."

Oh Milford Sound 


T HOUGH not generally known as 
a field for tourists and not 
Often visited by American trav- 
elers, the South island of New 
Zealand is so rich in scenic at- 
tractions that it merits more attenUon 
from those who seek the beautiful or 
imposing places of the earth. More- 
over, it is not at ail difficult of access. 
There is a direct railway running from 
Bluff to what is known as the “cold 
lakes" district, a distance of about two 
hundred miles. The visitor to that re- 
gion usually begins his tour of the 
lakes at Kingston, where a govern- 
ment steamer meets all trains and 
conveys the traveler up Lake Waka- 
tipu to the pretty town of Queenston. 
a distance of 25 miles, wrltOB W. D. 
Homaday in Grit. Another steamer 
plies between Queenston and the up- 
per head of the lake. 

Good driveways skirt the shores of 
this and other inland bodies of water 
and running out of Queenston is a 
road to the summit of Ben Lomon 
mountain, which has an altitude of 
5,747 feet. Other pleasant drives may 
be made to picturesque towns and vil- 
lages scattered through the rugged re- 
gion. Lake Wakatipu is of great 
depth, soundings having been made to 
1,242 feet in one place. There are 
several perpetually snow-cappod moun- 
tains in New Zealand, and on the 
North Island, a smoldering volcano, 
which emits smoke at frequent in- 
tervals, affords diversity to the view. 
Some of the glacial mountains are bo 


Situated upon the sea-tossed sfforo 
of the South island Is the town of Bluff, 
which has the distinction of being 
wlint might be called the Jumping-off 
place of the southern hemisphere. Its 
citizens claim that it is the most south- 
ern municipality in the world. 

There is an element of romance in 
the very atmosphere of the com- 
munity. It was there that several 
Antarctic expeditions paid their adieus 
to civilization and entered upon voy- 
ages into unknown seas. In the earli- 
er days Bluff was the headquarters for 
many whaling expeditions. This in- 
dustry gradually decreased, until it 
is now conducted only on a small 
scale. Living there today are a num- 
ber of the sea-hardened men who be- 
longed to whaling outfits. Some of 
them still have enough strength left 
to bring In their dally catch of fish, 
and others of their comrades spend 
their time idling about the wharf, 
watching the steamships and Bailing 
crafts go to and fro, and regaling any 
[listener that they may find with stir- 
ring tales of their ocean-going experi- 
ences. It 1 b from Bluff also that most 
of the sea-elephants and penguin oil 
;expeditlons set forth. Some distance 
to the south of here lie the Macquarie 
group of Islands, where most of these 
•expeditions operate during a certain 
season of the year.

The advantage afforded 
hoys wlio cannot have or do not care for 
a college education but want something 
of a practical every day nature are many 
as afforded by these schools.

APPETIZING FISH DISHES. 

Canned fish now la such a plentiful 
article on the market that when freak. 

fish is not obtainable 
the tinned variety will 
answer fully as well. 
Tuna or tunny fish is 
one of the most deli- 
cious of canned fish and 
may be served right 
from the can with quar- 
ters of lemon or com- 
bined in various wavs 
to serve as salad. Killed 
tomatoes, stuffed with tuna, well sea- 
soned. celery and cabbage makes a 
most tasty salad. 

Herring Salad. — Cook salt herring 
15 minutes In boiling water to cover. 
Drain and cool and separate into 
flakes. Add an equal quantity of 
cubes of cooked potatoes, a half cupful 
of chopped celery, the whites of two 
eggs, chopped, and a good boiled dress- 
ing. Cover with hard-cooked egg yolk 
put through a ricer. 

Salmon Loaf With Peas. — Season 
a can of salmon, add a beaten egg, 
a tablespoonfui of lemon juice and 
a cupful of thick, white sauce. Steam 
in a loaf and serve garnished with 
cooked peas on a platter. 

Creamed Finnan Haddie. — Cook half 
a tablespoonful of green onion, one 
tablespoonful of green pepper (both 
chopped), with a fourth of a cupful of 
butter, five minutes, Stirling constant- 
ly. Add four tablespoonfuls of flour, 
mixed with a teaspoonful of salt, a 
dash of cayenne and half a teaspoon- 
ful of paprika. Then pour on gradu- 
ally one cupful each of milk and cream. 
Bring to the boiling point and cook 
two minutes. Resm-ve half a cupful of 
this sauce and to the remainder add 
lMt cupfuls of flaked flnnan haddie, 
when hot fill the center of a rice bor- 
der with the flnnan haddie and pour 
around the reserved sauce. Garnish 
with canued pimento. 

Salmon croquettes molded around a 
teaspoonful of cooked green peas and 
served hot with a highly seasoned 
sauce make another tasty dish. 

Salt mackerel is deliciouB soaked 
overnight or until well freshened 
then placed in the oven covered with 
a good cupful of thick cream and al- 
lowed to bake 20 minutes Add 
salt if needed. Just as it Is taken up.

Others, to an examination of the cellar, 
throwing out the rubbish, and rendering 
that depository clean aud sweet. 

Celery may he treated as a highly pro- 
fitable crop- It deserves t he most intel- 
ligent care. As moisture Is needed regu- 
larly it will pay to have a cheap Irrigation 
outfit. Without water celery is not crisp 
l or tender. A light sprinkling of nitrate 
of soda aloug the rows helps this crop. 

Lands that are too wet for the most 
profitable producton of crops, such as 
wet level land, low spots, aud the diy 
subsoils of fiat areas on the summits of 
knolls, river and creek bottoms, and peat 
I hogs, should he drained. Even uplands 
may often be drained with profit, especi- 
ally hillsides subject to erosion or inclined 
to be “Hpouty.” Indeed, drainage Is pro- 
fitable wherever it is necessary to the 
fullest use of the land. 

Several grape Insects winter among the 
fallen grape leaves in trash in vineyards 
and much may be done to destroy them If 
the trash be raked together aud burned. 
Such work will be of value agaiust 
tlie grape-berry moth aud the grape leaf- 
folder, which hibernate In the pupal con- 
dition In the fallen grape leaves. The 
grapevine liea-heetle aud the grape leaf- 
hoppei spend the winter as adults under 
trash of all kiuds in aud about vineyards, 
and the destruction of trash as indicated 
will expose them to adverse climatic con- 
ditions. 

A great many people have marketed | 
hens aud pullets in preference to carryiug 
them aloug on high-priced feed, when 
they were getting no return in the way of 
eggs. This very thing Is a good reason 
for holding ou to pullets aud yearling hens 
If you can get pullets laying before real 
cold, bad weather sets in, you w ill be w ell 
paiil for all your trouble aud expense. No 
feed cau hardly be too expensive to ac- 
complish this. Feed well and select a 
properly balauced ration, if your flock Is 
ou free range, don’t try to make them 
hunt their own living; force them to the 
point of layiug.

The 
single light, says tlie Kobe Chronicle, 
which illuminates tin' higher fall will 
perhaps appeal to many rather than 
tlie colored lights thrown on the lower 
fall, and the lamp rays giving the foun- 
tain the lines of the rainbow may be 
regarded as artificial. Nevertheless the 
general effect is attractive.

During the |Kist half century 11 grunt f 
change lias come over what we cnlLthe 
dignity of labor— not that labor Is a 
more honorable calling than formerly, 
hut It Is so regarded. In America we ' 
took originally our Ideas concerning | 
trade and labor from England, whore j 
neither was then regarded ns a fit oc- 
cupation for a gentleman. Fifty years 
ago one might not in America Bell 
goods at retail and maintain a first 
class social position. The daughters of 
gentlemen and ladies could not earn 
money without being taboo by persons 
of tlielr own set. 

Today our merchants and social 
princes are retailers. The daughters of 
well to do persons prefer to work rnth- 
or than wait for husbands, and many 
a young man with a taste for mechan- 
ics prefers to make Ills start in the 
machine shop rather than in the count- 
ing room. 

Nevertheless snobbery has not died 
out It will never die, filling Its ranks 
mostly from the get-rich-quick ele- 
ment Modern high social life is a 
combination of refined persons and 
snobs. For the snobs nothing Is quite 
good enough. Itellncd men think little 
of taking off their coats nml doing a bit 
of carpenter work about their homos. 
Their wives are every day coming 
more and more to dispense with hired 
help. 

One August day a young man knock- 
ed at the door of Mrs. Ilrndbury, who 
lived In a small town called Glendale, 
situated In a beautiful valley, and said 
to her; 

“I am looking for a place to spend n 
month in which to regain health Im- 
paired from overwork. 1 have been 
told that If I can get you to take me 
In I will he very pleasantly situated." 

The lady looked the young man over 
and consented to take him to board 
and treat him, if he so wished, as a 
member of her family. lie gave his 
name as Chafes Treat, hut concerning 
his antecedents or his occupation said 
nothing. The accepting of Mr. Treat 
ns a member of the family meant more 
to him than would at first appear. 
Glendale society was more than usual- 
ly pleasant, and Mrs. Bradbury, whose 
ancestors had been Its leaders in for- 
mer pities, though she was now poor, 
retained her membership.

G ET out your atlas turn to the 
map of Africa, run your linger 
down the west coast of the 
continent that Livingstone and 
Stanley made famous until you 
have crossed the equator and reach 
the Congo river, direct your course up 
that majestic stream and In due sea- 
son you will come to the town of 
Boma— that is, provided you have the 
right kind of atlas. 

Boma doesn't cut much of a figure 
on the map. It is the capital of Bel- 
gian Congo and Americans have been 
content for the most part to let it go ! 
at that. But since the war broke out , 
food supplies have been curtailed, and 1 
now the people of Belgian Congo are 
having a chance to sample American 
products. 

Credit for the opening of this new 
field is due to a Detroit man, Harry 
A. McBride. American consul at Boma. 

"That portion of Africa with which 
I am familiar ofTers unlimited possi- 
bilities for American prospectors and 
manufacturers," said Mr. McBride, 
when last at home on vacation. "Bel- 
gian Congo, for example, is one-third 
as large as the United States. It has 
9,000,000 natives and only 5,000 whites. 
One thousand miles up the Congo 
river from the coast — and that is quite 
a way, you know — are diamond and 
gold concessions held by Americans 
that are said to be among the best 
in the world and only need developing. 
There are about thirty American pros- 
pectors in the district now, nearly all 
from California. There will probably 
be more before there are less, for once 
a movement of that nature gets start- 
ed it spreads rapidly. 

"There are rich copper deposits In 
some localities, and one field is said 
to excel in extent and richness the 
; best mines in this country. At pres- 
ent they are each month taking out 
1,000 tons of clear copper, and they 
have scarcely started. Iron ore is 
| found In great quantities and there

Perhaps it is because we are learn- 
ing the value of unity in apparel that 
hats and neck-pieces to match have 
been produced by milliners in greater 
numbers than ever. Or it may be 
that the furore for fur everywhere on 
everything has brought it about. At 
all events, hats with neckpieces to 
match make a feature not to be over- 
looked in tlie season's styles. 

Turban shapes are usually chosen to 
use in these sets. When wide- 
brimmed hats are used the fur appears 
In a hand about the crown, or in balls 
set at close intervals about it. Fur 
halts, especially those of opossum 
skin, are among the prettiest of trim- 
ming novelties. These and other fur 
halls all set at the hack, front and 
sides of small velvet toques. A single 
large hall of opossum makes a pretty 
trim for a brimmed street hat. 

In the picture above a turban of 
black velvet appears, having the coro- 
net faced with Krimnier. A steel and 
velvet woodbine leaf is poised against 
the crown at the right front, where 
the coronet is cut away. 

The neckpiece is a band of velvet 
edged with Krinimer, to which a plait- 
ing of velvet is mounted. It fastens 
close up about the neck with a bow of 
satin ribbon at one side. A small rose 
and leaf nestles Just back of the bow 
against the velvet. 

A short cape of velvet bordered with 
fur and velvet ruff, trimmed in points 
and lined with satin, compose the oth- 
er neckpiece. Pointed tabs of vel- 
vet fall from the cape at the front.

A Paradoxical River. 

On the African shore, near the gulf 
of Aden and connecting tlie lake of 
Assal with the main ocean, mny he 
found one of the most wonderful riv- 
ers in the world. This curiosity does 
not How to hut from the ocean toward 
Inland. The surface of Lake Assal 
itself is nearly 700 feet below the 
mean tide, and It is fed by this para ! 
doxical river, which is about twenty- 
two tulles in length. It is highly prob 
able that the whole basin which the 
lagoon partly tills was once nn arm 
of the sea. which became separated 
therefrom hv the diming of loose sand. 
The billowing river lias a limited vol 
ume. being fullest, of course, at high 
tide, and lias tilled the basin to such 
an extent that evaporation and supply 
exactly balance each oilier 

Three True Steels. 

Iron and carbon steel, vanadium 
steel and tungsten steel are pointed 
out by Professor J. O. Arnold, British 
metallurgist, as the three true steels. 
Tlie second kind is iron and carbon 
steel with 5 per cent of vanadium, 
the Iron carbide having ceased lo ex 
1st. and vanadium carbide being pres 
ent. and tlu* third kind is iron and 
carbon steel having U.r» per cent of 
tungsten, the iron carbide having been 
expelled by the tungsten. Iron and 
carbon steel hardens ut 730 degrees C.. 
vanadium steel just below l,4.*i0 de 
grees. its melting point, nml tungsten 
steel at 850 degrees to 1.200 degrees — 
San Francisco Chronicle.

The clover crop makes about half its 
grow tli during the last thirty days of the 
grazing period, so it can he more heavily 
grazed at that time than earlier. Fare 
should he taken, however, not to leave it 
too short for the winter, as enough foli- 
age should remain lo hold the snow and 
insure a good early start in the spring. 

A quart of bran mixed with a peck of 
cooked turnips will give better results 
than when the same proportions of bran 
or tm nips are fed separately, for the rea- 
son that the turnips are composed mostly 
of water and the mixture is more complete 
as a food white the bran Is better digested 
when fed w ith the bulky food. 

Dig away the earth uroiiud the peach 
trees to the depth of one foot and look 
carefully for boms. Then swali the 
truuk a foot below and above ground w ith 
thick whitewash, returning the soil to the 
lice and hanking up six inches or a foot 
above the level of the ground, leaving the 
tree iu that condition until next spring. 

Iu laying out a drainage system, the 
outlet is the first consideration. Ou roll- 
ing or hilly lands channels have usually 
been washed out, although they may need 
to he straightened and cleaned out. On 
low, level laud it is usually necessary to 
dig open ditches, and they should he 
straight and deep, since curves chock the 
How of w ater, w hile iu a deep ditch w ater 
generally flows more rapidly and less 
vegetation is likely to be present

OUR MISNAMED RUINS. 

The Mesa Verde Cliff Dwellings Are 
Really Complete Towns. 

Many visitors to the prehistoric cliff 
dwellings of the Mesa Verde National 
park, in southwestern Colorado, says a 
government publication, are astonished 
to find that what is commonly de- 
scribed as a dwelling Is not properly 
a dwelling at all, but a village or city. 

The celebrated Cliff Palace is not a 
palace. Neither is Spruce Tree House 
a house, nor Balcony House u house. 
Each of these is a complete town 
which once, in the dliu ages before the 
earliest Indian tradition, was ail or- 
ganized community, often of consider- 
able size. 

The arrangement of houses in a cliff 
dwelling of the size of Cliff Palace, for 
example. Is characteristic and inti- 
mately associated with the distribution 
of the social divisions of the inhab- 
itants. The population was composed 
of a number of units, possibly clans, 
each of which had its own social or- 
ganization more or less distinct from 
others, a condition that appears in the 
arrangement of rooms. The rooms oc- 
cupied by a clan were not necessarily 
connected, although generally neigh- 
boring rooms were distinguished from ( 
one another by their uses.

Dates and figs are rich in nutriment 
and contain food enough to supply 
, 9 t an excellent dessert for 

j 4 a light meal. 

Wt“ J Fig Custard. — Wash 
mlfd J a pound of figs and 
cover them with water 
,*/ to cook an hour, add the 
|fl| juice of a lemon, a few 
H bits of peel, which may 
be removed after the 
tigs arc tender. Make 
cup custards, using four 
eggs, a half cupful of sugar and a 
quart of milk and a pinch of salt. 
Cook the custards and on top of each 
place two spoonfuls of the fig mixture, 
cover with a meringue or whipped 
cream and serve cold. 

Chopped dates and figs, mixed with 
chopped nuts and a little cream to 
make it of spreading consistency is 
fine for sandwich filling. Dates on top 
or coffee cake, with raisins, makes c 
most dainty and wholesome breakfast 
dish. 

Fig Loaf Cake. — Take two cupfuls of 
chopped figs, two cupfuls of sugar, a 
half cupful of butter, a cupful of milk, 
four cupfuls of flour, four eggs, three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, mix as 
usual and hake in a loaf. 

Date Pie. — Make a rich pastry shell 
and bako it. Fill with the following 
mixture: Wash a pound of dates, heat 
them (after removing the stones) in 
a quart of milk, when soft run through 
a sieve and add one egg well beaten, 
a pinch of salt, and pour into the 
baked shell. Cover with whipped 
cream and serve cold. 

Date Macaroons — Beat the whites 
of live eggs until stiff, add a half 
pound of powdered sugur, a half cup- 
ful each of chopped nuts, and n half 
cupful of grated cocoanut and a cupful 
of chopped dates, neat until stiff 
enough to roll into halls. Bako one 
to he Bure the oven is right. 

Dates and figs added to a simple 
apple and celery salad add much of 
richness and flavor to It. Stuffed 
dates may be made with fondant for 
filling or cream cheese. Figs Btewed 
in water and lemon juice with a little 
sugar make a most delicious sauce to 
serve on ice cream. In fact these 
fruits can hardly bo out of place, they 
are so well liked.

An exquisite afternoon gown com- 
bining crepe, Georgette, taffeta and 
chiffon, all in the color known as 
wistaria, might be Just as pretty de- 
veloped in others of the fashionable 
colors. Hut it could not be prettier. 
In a season when one is almost be- 
wildered by the diversity of style here 
is a gown to swear by. It is excel- 
lent in lines and composition and it 
Is adorably refined. 

The moderately wide skirt is laid 
in plaits about the waist at the sides 
and back, with the front left plain.

Near t lie ocean, dropped lit u mos- 
quito Infested Held, 1 1n* great Tclefunk- 
t'tt sin l ion sprawls over loo acres. A 
tulle away il looks like n huge spider 
web. with till its slim poles reaching 
Into the air. Interlaced with slender 
wires. 

The lit lie low building is rigged on 
every side with towering poles— nu- 
tonunc, ns I hey lire called. Five hun- 
dred feet high they stand— almost ns 
tall ns the Washington monument. 
From these wires radiate the electric 
waves that leap to Germany. Great 
blocks of cement, big as corucribs, are 
set in Hit* ground, and to them are ntt- 
eltored the guy wires. 

The message Is flushed across Ihe 
Atlantic at the rate of twenty-five 
words a minute, but In ease of neces- 
sity It cun go up to forty. The mes- 
sages go across In a series of waves, 
with which the station on the other 
side Is In tune. 

The messages go to u sninll town 
near Berlin called Nnuen, where they 
are placed in a land wire and for- 
warded to l In* capital. The charge for 
sending a message to Germany Is 53 
cents a word from anywhere near 
New York. The 3 cents is the prleo 
of the land wire to get if to Sayvllle. 

As soon as the key is touched lit 
America the message is in Germany, 
the time occupied In crossing being 
only the fraction of a second. In fact, 
the message could go around the 
world seven times In a second.— ITomer 
Croy In Leslie's.
